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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Constituent  Authorities. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  Report  follows  the  pattern  of  that  of  1949.  The  Report  for  that  year,  in  its  combined  form, 
gave  a  record  in  keeping  with  an  area  of  considerable  magnitude  and  of  like  population  ;  of  great 
importance  agriculturally  and  with  districts  of  concentrated  industry.  That  Report  was  accepted  as  a 
great  advance  on  its  predecessors  and,  I  trust,  this  will  equally  well  serve  its  purpose. 

Vital  Statistics.  In  this  section  comparable  consideration  of  national  averages  has  now  been 
extended  to  the  Biith  Rate  and  the  two  results  can  now  be  noted.  There  the  result,  subjected  to 
comparative  reduciion,  is  the  more  accurate  when  considering  district  with  district.  An  additional 
change  is  that  in  the  Tabulation  of  Causes  of  Death.  This  follows  the  recommendations  of  the  World 
Health  Organisation  and  it  will  be  noted  that  a  certain  degree  of  unfamiliarity  with  the  nomenclature 
for  certain  diseases  will  be  experienced. 

Refuse  Collection.  In  certain  districts  this  has  now  been  further  extended  and  improved  and 
now  there  aie  few  areas  which  are  without  a  regular  service,  despite  the  difficulties  of  labour  and  transport 
services. 

Pests.  I worn  the  standpoint  of  the  Medical  Officer  rats  are  underground  and  they  and  the  complaints 
associated  with  these  rarely  come  to  his  surface.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note,  therefore,  that  the  Authorities 
forming  the  combined  pest  scheme,  each  of  which  acts  in  the  way  of  observation  agents,  have  been  able 
to  continue  in  the  greatest  harmony,  fully  satisfied  that  their  venture  has  been  most  efficient  and 
economical  in  meeting  their  obligations  in  this. 

.  Water.  Any  advances  in  this  service  have  been  reported  in  the  sections  covered  by  the  individual 
Sanitary  Officers.  The  Joint  Water  Board  continues  to  provide  for  five  of  the  Districts.  From  the 
Public  Health  standpoint  it  is  cumbersome  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  the  consideration  of 
the  Joint  Committee  have  to  be  searched  out  by  him  through  the  reports  of  the  individual  constituent 
bodies. 

Sewerage.  Advances  in  new  undertakings  have  not  been  rapid.  This  has  been  a  matter  of  great 
concern  to  the  Representatives  particularly  interested  and  accentuated  by  the  knowledge  of  the  constant 
rise  in  costs.  A  helpful  measure  has  been  the  association  with  the  County  Authority  in  the  examination 
and  reporting  on  effluents.  This  is  of  great  value  to  the  Districts  and  has  beneficial  repercussions  in  a 
wider  field. 

.  Housing.  This  is  examined  in  the  tabulated  section  of  the  report  and  also  commented  on  by  the 
individual  officers.  A  variety  of  influences  bear  on  this  problem  and,  generally,  it  is  felt  that  progress 
has  been  slow.  Much  remains  to  be  done  and  sympathy  must  be  felt  for  those  who,  for  so  many  years, 
have  had  to  live  under  trying  conditions  and  whose  complaints  in  many  instances  are  the  results  of 
sheer  exasperation  and  defeated  hopes. 

Mortuary.  In  most  districts  schemes  for  this  have  been  awaiting  fruition  for  some  time.  In  the 
case  of  the  proposed  joint  mortuary  to  serve  the  more  populous  parts  progress  has  been  made  and  the 
building  has  now  been  put  into  use.  There  has  been  a  departure  in  this  case  from  the  terms  of  reference 
of  working  this  undertaking.  The  Wellington  Rural  Council  has  assumed  control  and  has  extended  the 
facilities  of  the  use  of  the  Donnington  Mortuary  to  such  neighbours  as  are  in  need  through  lack  of  suitable 
premises. 

Food.  The  various  branches  of  this  service  should  command  a  large  part  of  the  time  of  officers 
en§aSed  in  the  control  of  hygiene.  1  he  supervision  of  the  sale  of  food,  milk,  ice-cream  and  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  bye-laws  require  a  constant  surveillance.  In  the  field  of  milk  distribution  the  work  of  the 
District  Offices  with  those  of  the  County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  been  put  on  a 
sound  basis,  reducing  the  degree  of  duplication  and  repetition,  and  the  results  have  been  most  satisfactory 
in  practice.  Yet  the  distribution  of  undesignated  milk  in  the  Districts  still  requires  closer  control  in 
certain  areas. 
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Home  Helps.  This  service  continues  to  fill  a  much  felt  want  in  households  where,  for  one  reason 
or  another,  help  is  needed  to  perform  the  daily  duties  of  the  home.  The  County  Authority  has  extended 
this  so  that  now,  subject  to  a  few  adjustments,  the  whole  of  the  County  may  be  considered  served. 
Reports  to  District  Councils  are  received  from  time  to  time  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Supervising 
Officer. 

Ambulance  Service.  This  continues  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Council  with  Representa¬ 
tives  from  the  District  Councils  taking  part  in  the  work  of  the  District  Committees.  Generally  the  work 
gives  every  satisfaction  ;  minor  complaints  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Councils  have  the  means  of 
redress  by  direct  approach  through  the  above. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47.  One  case  has  been  taken  to  Court  for  decision. 
A  number  of  complaints  of  other  households  have  been  investigated  and  relieved  by  less  arbitrary  means. 
It  is  worth  while  noting  that  for  successful  authority  intervention  these  cases  require  a  combination 
of  medical  deficiencies  reflecting  public  health  deterioration  before  the  requirements  of  the  law  can  be 
satisfied.  It  is  only  on  this  joint  basis  that  the  Local  Council  should  consider  acting.  In  practice  it  is 
found  that  relief  can  often  be  found  without  invoking  the  ultimate  issue  of  the  law  ;  a  course  which 
should  be  the  constant  endeavour,  particularly  with  the  aged.  It  has  been  found  necessary  in  a  number 
of  areas  to  provide  burial  means  for  persons  dying,  either  in  want  or  where  it  has  been  impossible  to  get 
in  touch  with  relations.  In  some  of  these  it  has  been  found  possible  to  recoup  the  outgoing  expense 
and  it  would  seem  that  fewer  cases  become  the  entire  responsibility  of  the  districts. 

Poliomyelitis  (Acute  Infantile  Paralysis).  The  Ministry  of  Health  has  directed  special  attention 
to  the  notification  and  control  of  acute  poliomyelitis.  It  will  be  noted,  in  the  sectional  reports,  that 
something  more  than  sporadic  cases  have  been  diagnosed.  These,  in  the  main,  were  restricted  to  the 
fate  summer  and  autumn  of  the  year.  Each  case  has  been  the  subject  of  detailed  case  history  investigation 
and  report  to  Research  Headquarters.  At  the  time  of  writing  Dawley,  Drayton  and  Shifnal  Sanitary 
Officers  are  engaged  in  exploring  the  possible  sanitary  associations  of  this  disease  and  correlating  these 
findings  with  those  of  all  other  counties. 

Swimming  Baths.  These  are  in  use  in  the  towns  of  Wellington  and  Market  Drayton.  In  the 
case  of  Wellington  these  premises  have  a  dual  purpose  —  the  instituting,  during  the  closed  season,  of  a 
Repertory  Theatre  being  a  venture  deserving  of  every  success.  At  the  time  of  writing  Market  Drayton 
will  have  much  enhanced  the  value  of  their  Pool  by  the  instituting  of  a  much  more  efficient  form  of 
water  purification  and  sterilization.  The  Sanitary  Officer  has  given  much  time  and  consideration  to  the 
carrying  out  of  this  work.  Situated  in  pleasant  surroundings  a  visit  to  this  is  in  season,  merits 
consideration. 

Town  Planning.  With  more  than  half  of  the  Authorities  this  service  comes  within  the  scope  of 
the  Sanitary  Department.  The  remarks,  therefore,  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  Shifnal  in  his  Report 
should  be  considered. 

During  the  year  I  have,  from  time  to  time,  met  my  Sanitary  Colleagues  for  informal  discussions  in 
which  all  have  had  the  opportunity  for  expressing  their  views  in  discussion.  The  matters  at  issue  have 
been  general  subjects  on  which  the  day  to  day  work  of  the  departments  is  based  and  attention  to  which 
is  essential  if  sound  foundations  for  the  control  of  sanitation  and  hygiene  are  to  be  laid  and  a  general 
state  of  good  health  is  to  be  maintained.  Without  this  foundation  ramifications  in  the  field  of  higher 
hygiene  are  unstable  and  give  a  glamour  which  fades  and  leaves  no  permanent  results. 

Food  Poisoning.  Cases  of  food  poisoning  have  been  more  frequent.  The  type  usually  met  is  of 
isolated  occurrence  and  it  is  difficult  to  eliminate  the  causative  food.  Nevertheless,  in  the  field  of 
prevention  much  can  be  done  by  training  food  handlers  and  others  in  sound  hygienic  standards.  I  would 
direct  the  attention  of  the  reader  to  the  remarks  of  the  Sanitary  Officer  at  Wellington  on  this  subject. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Sanitary  Officers  for  their  close  collaboration,  courtesy 
and  ready  willingness  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  area  in  the  year.

The  population  which  this  year  has  been  extracted  on  a  combined  basis  shows  a  slight  rise  which 
is  at  variance  with  the  general  trend  locally.  The  Birth  Rate  is  a  little  above  that  of  the  Country  and 
this  is  offset  again  by  a  higher  Infantile  Mortality.  The  General  Death  Rate  is  slightly  higher  than  that 
of  England  and  Wales.  Infectious  disease  shows  a  rise  in  the  incidence  of  Measles  and  also  the  occurrence 
of  one  case  of  Diphtheria,  the  sole  case  in  the  larger  area.  Three  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  and  its  associates 
also  occurred.  The  Death  Rate  for  Tuberculosis  is  lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales. 


Mr.  Potter,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : — 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  still  in  operation  throughout  the  district,  except  during  sickness 
amongst  staff  or  breakdowns  to  the  vehicle.  The  “  Stint  ”  system  continues  to  work  satisfactorily  and 
very  few  complaints  regarding  the  collection  of  refuse  have  been  received.  The  number  of  bins  to  be 
collected  is  slowly  increasing,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  provision  of  proper  dust  bins  in  lieu  of  old 
baths,  buckets,  boxes,  etc.,  facilitates  the  work  of  the  refuse  collectors  and  enables  a  more  efficient 
service  to  be  rendered. 


SALVAGE. 

Since  the  demand  for  waste  paper  has  once  again  increased,  with  a  consequent  rise  in  prices  offered, 
the  refuse  collectors  now  collect  waste  paper  voluntarily,  sharing  monies  received  with  the  Council, 
who  in  return  allow  the  use  of  the  refuse  waggon  for  the  purpose  of  collection. 


DISINFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN. 

Rat  Control.  As  from  March  31st,  1950,  the  administration  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act,  1949,  became  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  and  has  superseded  the  Rats  and  Mice 
Destruction  Act,  1919.  A  Joint  Pests  Committee  has  been  formed  with  neighbouring  authorities, 
employing  two  rat  catchers  to  carry  out  the  rat  catching  duties  of  the  five  authorities  concerned. 


In  the  Dawley  area  there  were  five  contracts  undertaken  to  deal  with  rats  in  schools  and  business 
premises  for  twelve  months.  Two  other  premises  were  given  single  treatments  for  the  destruction  of  rats. 


Council  Properties.  Sewers  have  been  treated  twice  annually  and  tips  at  regular  intervals. 
On  the  whole,  rat  infestation  has  been  light  throughout  the  district. 


Vermin  Control.  There  have  been  no  cases  of  verminous  persons  or  clothing  to  deal  with  during 
the  year. 
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Homes.  There  have  been  two  cases  of  vermin  in  dwellings  to  deal  with  during  the  year,  viz.,  one 
heavy  infestation  of  black  beetles  which  was  dealt  with  successfully  after  removal  of  the  fire  grate  and 
the  other  was  an  infestation  of  fleas  which  was  eradicated  after  three  treatments  by  spraying  insecticide. 


WATER. 

Adequate  supplies  of  water  were  maintained  throughout  the  district  during  the  year  and,  of  the 
samples  of  water  taken,  only  one  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  this  was  considered  to  be  due  to 
insufficient  sterilising  of  sampling  equipment  and  was  subsequently  rectified. 


PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT. 

There  are  two  cinemas  in  the  area,  both  of  which  are  periodically  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 


ELEMENTARY  AND  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  six  elementary  schools  in  use  in  the  district.  A  new  school  was  opened  at  St.  Leonard’s 
during  the  year,  and  the  old  one  at  Dawley  Bank  was  closed.  Sanitation  at  Stirchley  School  remains 
primitive,  but  improvements  are  hoped  for  in  the  near  future. 


SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  new  Disposal  Works  to  deal  with  the  Eastern  part  of  the  area  were  brought  into  operation 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  effect  of  these  shows  how  urgent  is  the  necessity  of  carrying  out  the 
second  part  of  the  scheme  to  deal  with  the  flow  of  sewage  from  the  Western  Area  which  is  still  untreated. 
All  night  soil  is  transported  from  the  Western  area  and  tipped  into  the  sewers  to  flow  to  the  new  works. 
This  is  causing  serious  overloading  of  the  new  works. 

The  practice  of  tipping  crude  sewage  on  land  at  Stirchley  Pools  has  now  been  discontinued  and 
thus  one  source  of  complaint  eliminated. 


HOUSING. 

Clearance  Areas  and  Individual  Unfit  Houses.  No  action  regarding  clearance  areas  has  been 
taken,  owing  to  the  continuing  acute  shortage  of  dwellings.  One  demolition  order  was  served  and  two 
undertakings  not  to  relet  after  becoming  vacant  were  accepted. 

Overcrowding.  In  common  with  many  other  districts,  the  evil  of  overcrowding  persists.  Due 
regard  is  given  to  this  factor  in  selecting  tenants  for  council  houses,  but  having  regard  to  the  demand 
for  housing  accommodation,  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  formal  action  for  the  abatement  of  overcrowding 
can  be  practicably  enforced. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption  is  still  carried  out  at  Shrewsbury  and,  except  for 
the  slaughter  of  cottagers’  pigs,  existing  slaughterhouses  are  not  in  use. 

Food  shops  generally  have  been  satisfactory  and,  except  for  a  few  minor  defects  which  have  been 
dealt  with  informally,  there  has  been  no  necessity  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings. 


MILK. 

Milk  sampling  has  been  carried  out  as  often  as  pressure  of  other  duties  permitted.  Of  the  samples 
taken,  four  were  reported  upon  adversely,  but  subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory.

The  civil  population  shows  a  slight  fall  on  that  of  1949  and  the  Birth  Rate  is  slightly  above  that  of 
the  Country  while  the  Deaths  in  Infants  under  one  year  is  also  above  that  generally  prevailing.  The 
General  Death  Rate  when  used  for  comparative  purposes  is  considerably  below  that  of  England  and 
Wales.  A  more  comprehensive  return  has  been  made  of  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  and 
particular  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  higher  incidence  of  Dysentery.  This  showed  a  prevalence  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  and  was  epidemic  in  many  parts  of  the  County.  The  Death  Rate  for  Tuber¬ 
culosis  is  below  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

Mr.  Nicol,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : 

DISINFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN. 

Inspections  are  carried  out  periodically,  premises  are  treated  when  found  to  be  infested.  A  word  of 
warning  regarding  second-hand  furniture,  from  time  to  time  infestations  of  bed  bugs  are  discovered 
in  some  of  our  dwelling  houses,  and  in  all  cases  dealt  with  during  the  last  year,  the  infestations  were 
caused  by  the  occupants  acquiring  infested  articles  of  furniture.  Anything  suspicious  should  be  reported 
to  the  Public  Health  Department  immediately  for  treatment  which  is  provided  free  of  charge. 

WATER. 

Water,  sir,  “  I  never  drink  a  drop.”  Unlike  our  old  friend,  Colonel  Chinstrap,  the  people  of  the 
town  do  drink  a  drop,  in  fact  last  year  they  used  some  89  million  gallons  ;  this  works  out  at  about  43 
gallons  per  head  per  day.  Samples  of  water  are  taken  from  time  to  time  and  all  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

REFUSE,  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  maintained  in  the  district,  means  of  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping. 
This  method  of  disposal  of  house  refuse  has  proved  satisfactory  and  inexpensive  and  improves  low  lying 
waterlogged  ground,  when  the  level  has  been  raised  by  this  form  of  controlled  tipping.  It  still  amazes 
me  to  see  the  amount  of  combustible  material  that  finds  it  way  into  the  refuse  bin,  when  this  could 
easily  be  disposed  of  in  the  house. 

SALVAGE. 

This  service  has  been  revived  again,  a  weekly  collection  being  carried  out  in  the  shopping  districts. 
Household  accumulations  are  collected  on  request.  This  collection  amounts  to  some  five  tons  per  month. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOOD. 

The  district  is  still  served  from  a  central  slaughterhouse,  such  meat  being  re-examined  if  necessary. 
To  ensure  that  meat  and  food  is  handled  and  distributed  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  constant  supervision 
is  necessary.  This  important  service  does  not  get  the  attention  it  deserves  due  to  the  lack  of  sufficient 
qualified  staff  to  carry  out  this  very  important  service. 
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FACTORIES. 

There  are  some  63  factories  in  the  district,  which  are  inspected  from  time  to  time.  More  routine 
inspections  are  desirable. 

SWIMMING  BATH. 

This  continues  to  be  one  of  the  town’s  most  popular  pastimes  during  the  summer  months, 
hoped  that  within  a  month  or  two,  to  have  the  new  filtration  plant  in  operation.

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Owing  to  the  age  of  the  system  in  parts  of  the  district,  interruptions  occur  from  time  to  time  ;  after 
clearing  these  sections  no  surface  flooding  has  occurred  for  some  time.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Counci 
to  have  a  rider  sewer  laid  in  Bentleys  Road,  this  would  accommodate  some  15  properties,  and  would 
dispense  with  that  abomination  in  the  Urban  District,  the  Pail. 

HOUSING. 

Eighteen  houses  were  completed  during  the  year.  This  leaves  eight  to  complete  the  present  contract. 
There  is  a  need  for  a  housing  survey  so  that  the  true  housing  need  of  the  district  can  be  gauged.  The 
routine  inspections  of  housing  is  still  necessary.

The  civil  population  shows  a  slight  fall  on  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  Birth  Rate  is  again  almost 
the  same  as  that  of  the  Country  while  the  Death  Rate  in  Infants  is  low,  one  case  only  occurred  and  that 
in  the  illegitimate  group.  The  General  Death  Rate  is  slightly  higher  than  that  of  England  and  Wales. 
Infectious  Disease  showed  the  presence  of  Measles  and  the  occurrence  of  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  ;  this 
disease  group  is  now  notifiable.  The  Death  Rate  for  Tuberculosis  is  below  that  of  England  Wales. 


Mr.  Bryan,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : — 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  COLLECTION. 

A  modern  covered  refuse  collection  vehicle  has  now  been  provided  for  this  service  and  a  weekly 
collection  is  maintained. 

Action  has  been  taken  under  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  secure  provision  of  proper 
dust  bins  where  necessary. 
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SALVAGE. 


Monthly  collections  were  carried  out  from  shops  and  business  premises  and  with  the  increased 
demand  for  this  material  the  collections  from  houses  are  being  resumed. 


DISINFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN. 

Business  Premises  and  Private  Properties.  The  Council  are  members  of  the  North  East 
Salop  Joint  Pest  Control  Committee  and  a  joint  scheme  has  operated  since  April  1st. 

All  complaints  are  forwarded  to  the  Executive  Officer. 

Inspections  and  surveys  are  carried  out  by  the  Committee’s  Rodent  Officer  accompanied  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  when  necessary. 

A  number  of  industrial  and  business  premises  are  covered  by  contracts. 

Council  Undertakings.  The  Sewage  Outfall  Works,  Refuse  Tip  and  Salvage  Depot  are  dealt 
with  by  the  Committee’s  Rodent  Officer. 

Sewers.  Two  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  a  minor  infestation 
was  discovered  at  one  point. 


WATER. 

A  continuous  supply  has  been  maintained  and  the  results  of  analysis  show  the  quality  to  be  highly 
satisfactory. 

A  scheme  for  a  new  borehole  and  pumping  plant  together  with  increased  storage  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

This  scheme  should  be  proceeded  with  at  an  early  date  in  view  of  the  limited  quantity  of  water 
available  in  the  reserve  supply. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  Common  Lodging  House  in  Audley  Road  accommodates  11  persons.  Electric  light  is  now 
installed  and  the  premises  are  kept  in  a  reasonably  clean  condition. 


PUBLIC  LAVATORIES. 

A  modern  convenience  has  been  constructed  near  the  Town  Centre,  and  this  together  with  the 
existing  conveniences  should  prove  sufficient  for  all  requirements. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

A  new  Primary  School  is  in  course  of  construction  which  will  provide  improved  accommodation. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

A  scheme  for  modernisation  of  existing  works  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
it  is  hoped  that  early  sanction  will  be  given  for  the  work  to  proceed. 


HOUSING. 

No  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  owing  to  delays  in  preparation  of  a  new  Scheme. 
Development  of  the  Long  Meadow  Site  consisting  of  10  houses  and  26  flats  was  commenced  in  August, 
1950.  A  survey  is  also  being  made  for  the  extension  of  development  in  this  area. 
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CLEARANCE  AREAS. 


Thirteen  houses  in  Audley  Road  were  included  in  a  Clearance  Order  in  1936.  Three  of  these  are  now 
void  and  the  remainder  are  licenced  for  occupation.  The  condition  of  this  property  is  rapidly  deteriorating 
and  the  houses  should  be  demolished. 

It  is  suggested  that  a  percentage  of  new  houses  should  in  future  be  allocated  outside  the  points 
scheme  for  the  rehousing  of  persons  living  in  unfit  houses. 


INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  HOUSES. 

A  considerable  number  of  the  older  houses  are  in  need  of  repairs  or  reconditioning.  This  work  is 
retarded  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  building  labour  and  the  low  building  licence  ceiling  of  £1,288  per  annum. 
Most  of  the  smaller  properties  have  a  low  controlled  rent  which  does  not  allow  a  margin  for  repairs  at 
the  present  high  cost  of  labour  and  materials. 


HOUSING  ESTATES. 

Management  is  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor  and  maintenance  work  by  direct  labour.  All  properties 
are  periodically  inspected  and  are  generally  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  Good  progress  has  been  made 
with  maintenance  work  during  the  year. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  SECTION  47. 

An  application  was  made  to  the  Court  for  the  removal  of  two  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention 
and  an  order  was  obtained  for  their  removal  to  a  Welfare  Home. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Central  Slaughterhouse.  The  construction  of  an  offal  room  and  the  provision  of  a  lavatory 
basin  with  hot  and  cold  water  have  improved  the  facilities  for  inspection.  The  arrangement  for  the 
storage  of  carcases  pending  distribution  also  for  slaughtering  of  casualty  carcases  and  storage  of  con¬ 
demned  meat  remain  unsatisfactory. 


ICE  CREAM. 

Routine  sampling  and  inspection  of  retailers’  premises  have  been  carried  out.  It  will  be  noted 
from  the  grading  of  samples  as  set  out  in  the  table  that  a  high  standard  of  ice  cream  has  been  maintained. 
There  are  no  manufacturers  in  the  District  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  all  ice  cream  sold  is  prepacked. 


MILK. 

Samples  taken  for  bacteriological  and  biological  examination  have  been  satisfactory. 


FOOD  PREMISES. 

Inspection  of  food  premises  has  continued  and  the  condition  of  food  storage  and  preparation  rooms 
is  generally  good.  In  some  of  the  older  premises  repairs  to  walls  and  ceilings  have  been  found  necessary 
and  in  a  number  of  cases  improved  washing  accommodation  has  been  provided.

The  Civil  Population  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General  is  constant  with  that  of  the  previous  year 
The  Birth  Rate  is  slightly  lower  than  that  of  the  general  average  and  this  is  accompanied  by  a  low 
Mortality  Rate.  The  General  Death  Rate  is  almost  the  same  as  that  of  England  and  Wales.  Infectious 
Disease  shows  an  incidence  comparable  with  that  of  previous  years  with  a  most  noticeable  drop  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  Two  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  were  notified.  The  Death  Rate 
from  Tuberculosis  is  lower  than  that  of  the  Country. 


Mr.  Johnstone,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : — 

SALVAGE. 


Salvage  is  collected  in  trailers  towed  behind  refuse  collection  vehicles.  This  method  has  been  found 
the  most  satisfactory  from  both  the  cost  of  collection  and  the  fact  that  a  greater  volume  is  collected  by 
making  the  collections  regularly. 


Vll  salvage  is  stored  in  the  Council  depot,  the  paper  being  baled  when  the  men  are  not  collecting 
refuse  or  in  wet  weather  and  at  week  ends.  The  following  table  gives  particulars  of  salvage  collected.

Prudence  in  keeping  salvage  collections  up  was  rewarded  by  the  increasing  need  and  price  of  waste 
paper.  Our  salvage  collection  figures  contrast  favourably  with  other  authorities  in  the  area. 


A  special  bonus  of  50%  of  the  cash  value  of  all  amounts  collected  over  four  tons  per  month  in  a 
period  of  six  months,  was  awarded  to  the  collectors.  It  is  hoped  that  this  bonus  will  encourage  the 
collectors. 
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REFUSE. 


General  Observations.  The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  by  the  Local  Authority 
over  the  whole  district. 

House  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  White  Horse  recreation  site,  the  purpose  is  to  reclaim 
the  land  to  permit  the  site  to  be  developed  for  sports  and  recreation.  Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  down 
nuisances  by  burying  offensive  refuse  and  covering  it  with  innocuous  material. 

Spraying  with  insecticide  is  undertaken  as  a  routine  in  the  summer  months  to  keep  pests  down- 
Also  a  contract  with  the  County  Council  has  been  entered  into  for  destroying  rats. 

The  absence  of  general  complaints  appear  to  indicate  that  this  service  has  been  well  maintained  and 
vitally  contributes  to  the  health  and  well  being  of  the  residents. 

Attention  will  be  directed  to  abolishing  existing  ash  pits  in  the  district. 

The  protection  of  tips  against  unauthorised  use  is  troublesome,  especially  in  the  evening  and  at 
week  ends.  Despite  difficulties  of  this  nature,  the  tip  has  been  kept  with  a  very  creditable  appearance. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  some  of  our  loudest  critics  of  both  system  and  method  have  now  become 
firm  allies. 

It  is  anticipated  that  a  new  site  will  have  to  be  found,  if  possible  away  from  dwellings.

The  Cesspool  Emptier  continues  to  give  good  service  not  only  in  the  district,  but  in  helping  neigh¬ 
bouring  Local  Authorities. 

CONTROL  OF  VERMIN. 

Two  maintenance  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Ministry  of  Food. 

In  the  first  treatment  a  bait  of  bread  mash  and  10%  arsenic  was  used,  and  in  the  second  a  bait  of 
sausage  rusk  and  2J%  zinc  phosphide.

Person.  The  eradication  of  vermin  is  undertaken  on  request  from  the  public,  spraying  having 
successfully  overcome  the  infestations  reported.  There  is,  however,  some  difficulty  about  the  cleansing 
of  persons,  which  would  be  undertaken  at  Wrekin  Lodge  Hospital. 

Clothes  and  Bedding.  The  disinfection  of  clothes  and  bedding  presents  some  difficulty,  facilities 
depending  on  the  goodwill  of.  the  County  Council  Hospitals,  help  is  forthcoming  when  requested,  but 
the  transport  of  persons  and  effects  is  not  always  easy.  It  may  well  be  that  provision  of  a  cleansing 
station  could  be  considered. 
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WATER. 


General  Observations.  The  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  are  the  water  undertakers  for  the 
whole  area.  Water  is  obtained  by  pumping  at  the  Hilton  Bank  Pumping  Station,  by  two  sets  of  well 
and  high  lift  pumps.  The  100  h.p.  electric  motor  continues  to  give  satisfaction.  Some  460,000  gallons 
are  daily  pumped  and  pass  through  the  large  storage  tank  of  600,000  gallons  to  supply  3,180  houses. 
There  are  53  standpipes  supplying  some  of  the  houses  in  the  district.  There  are  no  private  undertakings 
or  wells  supplying  water  within  the  district. 

A  chlorinating  plant  made  by  Wallace  and  Tiernan,  Ltd.,  using  chlorine  gas  with  ammonia  injects 
this  mixture  at  source. 

The  new  pumping  plant  and  buildings  for  the  borehole,  400  feet  deep,  has  been  completed  and  is 
reported  satisfactory  after  samples  of  water  have  been  taken.  This,  with  the  present  pumping  plant, 
will  be  capable  of  delivering  750,000  gallons  per  day. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  MATTERS. 

General  Observations.  During  the  year  15  houses  had  the  conservancy  system  of  sewage  disposal 
converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  as  a  result  of  informal  action.  Every  house  should  have  a  water 
closet  as  an  essential  and,  to  this  end,  the  greatest  possible  attention  will  be  given. 

Whilst  no  difficulties  were  encountered  in  operating  the  works  or  sewers,  the  Council  are  fully  aware 
of  the  necessity  for  bringing  this  service  to  cope  not  only  with  the  present  needs  of  the  district,  but  for 
allowing  for  the  building  expansion  now  taking  place. 

Approval  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  part  of  a  major  scheme  for  the  modernisation 
of  the  existing  system.  It  is  regretted  that  no  implementation  of  this  work  has  been  undertaken.  With 
ever-increasing  demands  for  disposal  of  sewage  from  new  houses,  it  is  imperative  that  the  work  should 
proceed  as  soon  as  possible. 


HOUSING. 

A  Housing  Department  is  in  operation.  In  addition  to  collection  of  rents,  lettings,  etc.,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  carries  out  repairs  and  maintenance  work  on  the  Estates  with  a  direct  labour  organisation. 

The  Council  continues  to  act  as  Agent  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  the  supervision  of  some  46 
ex-army  huts  occupied  by  families. 

Conscious  of  the  need  to  clear  areas  of  houses  which  had  been  the  subject  of  Ministry  orders  prior 
to  the  war,  the  Council  now  allocate  25%  of  all  new  houses  to  the  tenants  living  in  the  areas.  This  step 
permits  of  the  clearing  of  the  areas  and  it  is  anticipated  to  build  new  dwellings  on  this  land. 


FOOD. 

Action  taken  with  regard  to  inspections  of  slaughterhouses,  shops,  stalls,  and  vehicles,  and  places 
where  food  is  prepared.  Routine  visits  are  paid  to  premises  where  food  is  prepared  and  sold.  A  higher 
standard  of  hygiene  is  becoming  apparent.  The  most  forceful  action  can  be  attained  by  the  enlightened 
demand  of  the  customers.  This  becomes  more  apparent  as  propaganda  is  spread  by  interested  bodies. 

Remarks.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  slaughterhouses  being  brought  back  to  use,  this  as  a 
result  of  the  policy  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  to  have  cottagers'  pigs  slaughtered  under  hygienic  conditions. 
Several  works  have  been  carried  out  in  the  slaughterhouses  prior  to  the  granting  of  a  licence. 

Ice  Cream.  In  only  one  case  is  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  permitted  at  a  small  factory,  which 
was  built  and  equipped  by  modern  equipment  under  the  guidance  of  this  department.  The  standard 
of  the  ice  cream  is  consistently  high,  as  indicated  by  the  reports  of  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
the  product. 

A  number  of  traders  are  buying  wrapped  ice  cream  from  wholesalers.  The  results  of  bacteriological 
examination  in  these  cases  has  not  called  for  any  special  action.  Frequent  bacteriological  examination 
of  products  and  co-operation  from  the  department  appears  to  attain  the  sale  to  the  consumer  of  a  clean 
wholesome  product.

The  Civil  Population  shows  a  rise  on  that  of  the  previous  year  and  this  is  at  variance  with  the  returns 
of  the  Registrar  General  who  estimates  an  almost  general  fall  over  the  larger  area.  The  Birth  Rate  is 
slightly  above  average  while  the  Infantile  Mortality  is  very  high.  The  General  Death  Rate  when 
subjected  to  analysis  is  higher  than  that  of  England  and  Wales.  Infectious  Disease  shows  a  fall  in  the 
incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever.  A  number  of  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  were  notified.  The  Death  Rate  for 
Tuberculosis  is  lower  than  that  of  the  Country. 


Mr.  Speake,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : — 

WATER. 

The  supply  and  distribution  of  water  in  the  area  continues  to  be  controlled  by  the  East  Shropshire 
Water  Board.  Work  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  during  the  year  on  the  internal  water  mains  distribution 
scheme  and  this  will  be  completed  next  year.  A  scheme  was  put  forward  for  using  the  Buckatree  High 
Level  Reservoir  which  will  supply  properties  in  that  area. 

The  Town’s  supply  of  water  was  regularly  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination 
and  was  consistently  satisfactory. 


SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

No  progress  can  be  reported  on  the  urgent  matter  of  proceeding  with  the  long  delayed  schemes  for 
new  sewers,  outfall  works  and  relief  sewers.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  the  Council  seriously 
concerned  themselves  with  this  problem  and  it  is  hoped  that  early  next  year  a  solution  will  be  found. 

The  small  sewage  outfall  works  at  the  Forest  Glen  providing  drainage  and  disposal  facilities  for  the 
properties  in  that  area  is  nearing  completion. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  continues  to  function  satisfactorily  and  no  complaints  have 
been  received.  The  inauguration  of  a  five  day  a  week  collection  has  enabled  adequate  servicing  and 
maintenance  of  the  vehicles  to  be  carried  out. 

The  Council’s  Tip  at  Ketley  is  kept  in  a  very  orderly  manner  on  the  Bradford  system,  and  routine 
examinations  are  made  to  ensure  freedom  from  rodent  infestation. 

There  are  still  many  houses  without  proper  refuse  receptacles  but  it  appears  that,  until  a  compre¬ 
hensive  scheme  is  adopted,  this  condition  of  things  will  continue. 

SALVAGE. 

The  collection  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard,  which  had  been  discontinued  last  autumn,  was 
re-commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Trade  in  view  of  the  national  urgency 
for  increased  supplies  of  these  materials  at  the  mills.

HOUSING. 

Council  Houses.  The  excellent  progress  which  was  made  in  the  erection  of  new  council  houses, 
68  being  completed  in  the  year,  placed  this  authority  second  in  the  County  for  the  number  of  new  houses 
completed  per  head  of  population.  This  progress  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  houses,  100,  allocated 
by  the  Ministry. 

The  whole  of  sites  "  A  ”  and  “  B  ”  having  been  utilised  for  housing  it  became  necessary  to  make 
surveys  and  contracts  for  the  layout  and  preparation  of  site  “  C.”  The  Council  decided  that  they  would 
undertake  this  work  through  their  technical  officers  and  additional  staff  was  engaged.  The  layout  was 
approved  by  the  Ministry  and  the  work  was  commenced  in  August,  but,  unfortunately,  a  good  start 
was  later  handicapped  by  the  bad  weather  experienced  in  the  autumn  and  winter.  A  contract  for  80 
houses  on  this  site  has  been  entered  into  and  work  will  be  commenced  early  in  the  coming  year. 

General  repairs  and  maintenance  of  council  houses  have  been  carried  out  and  the  painting 
programme  intensified  as  far  as  possible  ;  shortage  of  labour  has  placed  a  limit  on  the  amount  of  work 
done. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Department  found  it  necessary  to  deal  with  10  council  houses 
in  respect  of  insanitary  conditions  ;  26  houses  were  inspected  on  tenancy  changes  and  101  applicants 
for  council  houses  were  interviewed  and  their  present  accommodation  inspected  in  order  that  they  might 
be  ‘pointed.’ 

DEVELOPMENT  AREAS. 

The  Council  have  had  under  consideration  the  development  of  derelict  areas  and  have  prepared  a 
scheme  for  development  near  the  centre  of  the  town,  which  will  involve  clearance  and  the  erection  on 
the  site  of  blocks  of  flats. 

CLEARANCE  AREAS  AND  INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  HOUSES. 

The  sixteen  houses  reported  last  year  as  partially  demolished  have  now  been  completely  demolished 
and  the  site  cleared.  The  tenants  from  three  individual  unfit  houses  have  been  re-housed  and  the  old 
houses  partially  demolished. 

A  number  of  houses  are  the  subject  of  demolition  orders,  but  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to 
re-house  the  occupants  due  to  the  high  rents  of  new  council  houses  and  the  small  number  of  low  rented 
council  houses  which  become  available  for  re-housing.  Ability  to  pay  the  rent,  suitability  as  tenants, 
and  other  problems  create  obstacles  in  providing  suitable  re-housing  accommodation  within  a  reasonable 
time  and  so  prevents  an  orderly  sequence  in  dealing  with  unfit  property. 

In  the  meantime,  in  common  with  other  authorities,  unfit  houses  reach  a  stage  where  even  urgent 
sanitary  matters  cannot  be  effected  without  seriously  affecting  the  safety  of  the  building.  The  continued 
occupancy  of  these  wretched  places  is  not  only  demoralising  from  a  lack  of  decent  amenities  but  is 
producing  a  still  lower  environmental  outlook  from  just  those  families  it  is  most  desirous  to  raise  ;  grave 
moral  and  physical  consequences  are  bound  to  be  the  result  of  a  prolongation  of  living  in  such  gross 
conditions. 

Overcrowding.  No  surveys  have  been  carried  out  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  overcrowding  but 
several  cases  have  come  to  light  through  investigating  applications  for  council  houses.  It  is  clear  that 
many  difficult  cases  exist,  particularly  where  two  or  more  families  live  in  the  same  house  and  problems 
arise  which  make  it  almost  impossible  to  lead  a  normal  family  life,  and  also  place  an  intolerable  strain 
on  all  concerned. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  meat  supplies  for  the  district  continue  to  be  provided  from  the  Central  Abattoir,  Shrewsbury, 
and  is  subject  to  re-examination  in  the  shops  if  necessary.  The  local  allocation  centre  and  the  question 
of  the  conveyance  of  meat  from  there  to  the  shops  has  come  under  notice  and  improvements  have  been 
effected  in  this  direction. 

There  are  two  bacon  factories  in  the  district ;  8,592  pigs  were  slaughtered  at  these  factories  during 
the  year  and  all  were  inspected.  It  will  be  understood  that  these  inspections  take  up  an  appreciable 
amount  of  time  each  week. 
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FOOD  PREMISES  GENERALLY. 

Routine  inspections  and  supervision  of  premises  in  which  food  is  sold,  stored  or  prepared  have  been 
carried  out  and  particular  attention  has  been  given  to  methods,  equipment  and  personal  cleanliness. 
Improvements  have  been  effected  at  twenty  food  premises,  and  the  works  completed  include  new  water 
closets,  staff  rooms,  wash-basins  and  hot  water  supplies,  improved  warehouses  and  cellars,  yard  pavings, 
re-decorations,  etc.  In  addition,  the  provision  of  adequate  towels  and  soap  and  the  use  of  detergents 
for  cleaning  have  been  obtained  in  a  number  of  cases. 

The  general  market  is  held  twice  weekly  and  is  visited  regularly  to  ascertain  that  food  stalls  are 
kept  in  accordance  with  statutory  requirements.  There  are  twenty-six  food  stalls  in  the  covered  market 
and  the  Markets  Company  have,  at  my  request,  provided  a  special  cubicle  in  the  market  containing 
two  wash-basins  with  hot  water  supply  for  the  use  of  food  handlers. 


PUBLIC  HOUSES. 

Licensed  houses  have  been  inspected  during  the  year  and  a  report  on  each  house  submitted  to  the 
Council  and  to  the  Licensing  Authority.  Considerable  structural  improvements  have  been  carried 
out,  incorporating  new  or  amended  sanitary  amenities  and  include  improvements  to  the  living  as 
well  as  the  business  parts  of  the  premises.  It  is  worth  noting  that  licences  have  been  granted  for  wor  cs 
involving  the  expenditure  of  over  £9,000. 


ICE  CREAM. 

Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  premises  manufacturing  or  selling  ice  cream,  hurther 
improvements  have  been  made  and  more  equipment  has  been  installed  ;  one  manufacturer  has  enlarged 
his  premises  and  provided  new  apparatus.  Regular  weekly  sampling  has  enabled  a  check  to  be  cep  on 
any  errors  of  manufacture  or  distribution.  The  routine  for  the  cleansing  and  sterilising  of  servers,  laid 
down  by  this  department,  has  been  observed  where  loose  ice  cream  is  sold. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  CAMPAIGN. 

During  the  year  a  series  of  lectures  were  inaugurated  and  these  were  given  to  school  leavers  and 
to  managers  of  food  premises.  Each  series  consisted  of  four  lectures  and  covered  elementary  bacteno  ogy, 
food  infections  and  food  poisoning,  premises,  equipment  and  personnel,  cleaning  and  was  mg  rou  me, 
vermin  control,  etc.  Charts,  film  strips,  and  films,  together  with  agar  plates  and  swabs,  were  used  to 
demonstrate  and  provide  visual  aids  to  emphasise  the  points  made  m  the  lectures.  The  value  of  these 
lectures  was  obvious,  particularly  in  the  case  of  school  children  who  m  their  written  work  on  the  lectures 
proved  that  they  had  grasped  the  essentials  of  food  hygiene.  It  is  hoped  to  extend  these  lectures  m 
coming  year  to  food  staffs  and  other  schools. 

Posters,  pamphlets  and  leaflets  were  distributed  in  the  town  and  a  window  display  was  organised. 


CIVIC  RESTAURANT. 

The  Council  ceased  to  operate  the  restaurant  as  a  trade  concern  in  August.  Up  to  that  time  24,568 
meals  were  served,  including  1,288  carry-out  meals,  and  277  children’s  meals  were  served.  The  restaurant 
will  be  continued  as  such  by  a  local  firm  of  caterers. 


MILK. 

Dairy  premises  in  the  district  have  been  kept  under  supervision.  The  milk  supplied  by  distributors 
has  been  subject  to  routine  sampling.  School  and  hospital  milk  is  also  given  attention. 

Biological  examination  of  undesignated  milk  for  tuberculosis  is  carried  out  monthly. 
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DISINFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN. 


Rodent  Control.  The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  came  into  operation  on  the 
31st  March,  1950,  and  since  that  date  district  Councils  have  been  responsible  for  control  of  infestation 
of  property  by  rats  and  mice. 

A  joint  scheme  incorporating  five  neighbouring  authorities  has  been  operated  successfully  from 
administrative  headquarters  in  this  district.

By  contracting  with  business  firms,  mainly  in  the  centre  of  the  area,  to  supervise  and  treat  their 
premises  for  twelve  months,  it  has  been  possible  to  keep  a  fairly  comprehensive  control  on  infestation  ; 
this  has  been  particularly  useful  as  contracts  have  also  covered  the  majority  of  food  premises,  including 
grain  merchants.  Close  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  shopping  area  and  complete  surveys  were  carried 
out  of  certain  blocks  of  property  so  that  the  extent  of  any  infestation  could  be  determined. 

Surveys  were  also  made  in  residential  parts  of  the  town  ;  it  is  hoped  to  extend  these  during  the 
coming  year. 


Verminous  Persons  and  Premises.  One  person  was  treated  for  vermin  and  this  was  made 
possible  by  the  co-operation  of  Shrewsbury  Borough,  who  allowed  this  person  to  be  treated  at  the 
Derfald  House  Hostel.  The  clothing  and  bedding  was  disinfested  at  the  Wrekin  Lodge  Hospital. 
Sixteen  houses  were  treated  for  the  infestations  of  bugs,  fleas,  cockroaches,  etc. 


PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT. 


Ihe  three  cinemas  and  two  dance  halls  have  been  inspected  with  reference  to  their  cleanliness, 
sanitary  accommodation,  ventilation  and  means  of  escape  from  fire  ;  copies  of  reports  have  been  sent 
to  the  Licensing  Authority.  These  premises  are  in  a  generally  satisfactory  condition.  The  new  sanitary 
amenities  at  one  of  the  dance  halls  is  now  practically  completed,  and  is  awaiting  the  completion  of  the 
small  outfall  works  which  is  being  built  to  deal  with  the  sewage  from  this  and  adjoining  properties. 


The  year  saw  an  innovation  in  the  district  with  the  installing  of  a  Repertory  Company  in  the  Baths 
Hall.  At  fairly  short  notice  the  baths  was  adapted  for  the  purpose  with  a  stage,  proscenium,  lighting, 
new  exits,  and  new  and  adequate  sanitary  conveniences  for  both  sexes,  and  the  result  was  competent 
and  pleasing.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  acquisition  is  an  added  attraction  and  has  filled  a  gap  in  the 
social  amenities  of  the  district.  v 
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PRIMARY  AND  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 


These  schools  have  been  inspected  with  regard  to  sanitary  conveniences  and  other  amenities.  A 
new  infants’  school  has  been  provided  at  Orleton  Lane,  and  another  is  in  the  course  of  erection  on  the 
Barn  Farm  Estate.  The  transference  of  pupils  from  the  Wrekin  Road  Junior  School  to  the  new  school 
at  Orleton  Lane  has  made  it  possible  for  the  Education  Authority  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  improving 
the  cloakroom  and  sanitary  accommodation  at  Wrekin  Road  Junior  School. 

The  provision  of  new  schools  and  the  general  improvements  carried  out  over  the  past  two  years 
has  raised  the  general  standards. 

PUBLIC  BATHS  AND  WASH  HOUSES. 

The  two  public  swimming  baths  operated  during  the  summer  season,  but,  with  the  sale  of  the 
privately  owned  open-air  swimming  pool,  only  the  Council’s  covered  bath  will  be  available  in  future. 
The  purification  plant  at  the  Council’s  baths  has  functioned  efficiently  and  regular  tests  are  carried  out 


to  ensure  correct  chlorination  and  alkalinity.

The  population  on  which  the  service  establishment  has  some  influence  has  been  estimated  at  a 
lower  total  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  Birth  Rate  is  below  that  of  the  Country  while  the 
Mortality  in  this  Group  is  very  high.  The  General  Death  Rate  is  also  above.  Infectious  Disease  shovs 
the  presence  of  epidemic  conditions  in  relation  to  Measles.  One  case  of  Infantile  Paralysis  was  notified. 
The  Death  Rate  for  Tuberculosis  is  lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

Mr.  Wainwright,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

This  essential  health  service  was  made  available  by  the  purchase  in  October  of  a  “  W  ”  type  fore 
and  aft  tipping  vehicle.  This  vehicle  has  been  developed  to  meet  the  demand  for  a  rear  ground  loading 
machine  to  eliminate  manual  load  trimming.  The  body  has  a  capacity  of  16-18  cubic  yards  and  has  a 
deep  hopper  at  rear  to  permit  20  standard  dust  bins  to  be  discharged  by  the  loaders  before  tipping  the 
body  forward  to  trim  the  load. 

This  vehicle,  the  first  of  its  type  to  be  sold  to  any  local  authority,  is  giving  every  satisfaction  and  is 
a  credit  to  British  engineering  and  enterprise. 

The  Council  have  provided  dust  bins,  for  which  a  charge  of  five  shillings  per  year  is  made  —  some 
1,700  bins  are  in  circulation  but  the  number  will  increase  as  the  scheme  develops.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  refuse  vehicle  will  hold  all  the  bins  in  a  day’s  collection,  necessitating  only  one  visit  to  the 
tip.  A  fortnightly  collection  is  visualised. 

The  four  tips  in  use  are  geographically  situated  to  serve  the  district.  The  controlled  method  of 
tipping  is  carried  out. 


DISINFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN. 

Rat  Control.  Disinfestation  on  the  agricultural  holdings  has  been  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council  —  55  properties  have  been  treated. 

Seven  hundred  and  forty  houses  have  been  inspected  in  conjunction  with  the  housing  survey  and 
54  premises  have  had  to  be  treated. 

The  sewers  at  Cheswardine  and  Norton-in-Hales  have  been  treated  but  no  takes.  Four  refuse 
tips  have  also  been  treated. 

Vermin  Control.  One  case  of  parasitic  infection  has  been  dealt  with  during  the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Ightfield  Supply  (“hard  water”).  Proposed  extension  to  this  supply  includes  the  laying  of 
over  two  miles  of  6-in.  and  1,080  yards  of  3-in.  asbestos  cement  mains,  also  construction  of  101,500 
gallon  reservoir  and  replacement  of  existing  pumps  with  submersible  pumps  in  the  two  bores. 

This  supply  has  been  consistently  good  on  bacteriological  examination  and  the  four  samples  taken 
were  highly  satisfactory.  Consumption  year  ending  October,  1950—  14,450,000  gallons  equal  to 
39,589  gallons  per  day. 

.  Hodnet  Supply  (“  moderately  hard  ”).  A  new  bore  has  been  sunk  at  this  site  to  a  depth  of  300  ft. 
This  was  completed  in  December,  1950,  and  tested  to  5,500  gallons  per  hour  for  14  days.  This  bore 
will  provide  for  extension  of  existing  mains  and  also  to  enable  a  public  supply  to  be  provided  for  the 
village  of  Marchamley. 

The  supply  to  Marchamley  entails  the  laying  of  380  yards  of  5-in.,  1,920  yards  of  4-in.  and  750  yards 
of  3-in.  mams  together  with  the  construction  of  101,500  gallon  reservoir. 

Bacteriological  analysis,  six  samples  highly  satisfactory.  Consumption  for  year  ending  October, 
1950  5,813,000  gallons,  equal  to  15,926  gallons  per  day.  Decreased  consumption  on  previous  year 

147,000  gallons.  ' 

Marchamley.  Bulk  supply  purchased  from  Mr.  C.  West,  Hawkestone  Hotel.  Yearly  consumption 
ending  March,  1950,  1,263,000  gallons,  equal  to  3,400  gallons  per  day.  Decreased  consumption  on 
previous  year,  17,000  gallons. 

Bacteriological  examination,  three  samples  taken  —  two  highly  satisfactory  and  one  satisfactory. 

Woore  Supply.  Bulk  supply  from  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board.  Consumption 
year  ending  September,  1950—  10,502,000  gallons,  equal  to  28,772  gallons  per  day  Decreased 
consumption  on  previous  year,  113,000  gallons. 
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Norton-in-Hales  (source  as  Woore).  Yearly  consumption,  3,456,000  gallons,  equal  to  9,468 
gallons  per  day.  Increased  yearly  consumption,  195,000  gallons,  year  ending  September,  1950. 

Bearstone  Supply  (source  as  Woore).  Yearly  consumption,  888,000  gallons  ending  September, 
1950,  equal  to  2,433  gallons  per  day.  Increased  consumption,  291,000  on  previous  year. 

Cheswardine  Supply.  Bulk  purchased  from  Messrs.  Halebro  Bros.  Yearly  consumption, 
3,617,010  gallons  ending  September,  1950,  equal  to  9,909  gallons  per  day.  Decreased  consumption  on 
previous  year,  112,000  gallons.  This  supply  is  chlorinated  and  the  samples  taken  after  chlorination 
are  highly  satisfactory.  Four  samples  were  taken  from  the  village,  three  were  highly  satisfactory  and 
one  satisfactory. 

Of  the  seven  samples  submitted  for  examination  from  the  roundabout  springs,  one  was  highly 
satisfactory,  two  satisfactory  and  four  were  unsatisfactory.  Improvements  have  been  carried  out  at 
the  roundabout  springs  and  samples  taken  since  have  shown  a  higher  bacteriol  purity. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-two  yards  of  3-in.  asbestos  pipe  was  laid  from  the  roundabout  springs 
to  the  main  pipe  feeding  the  ram  to  provide  an  additional  supply  of  6,000  gallons  per  day. 

Goldstone  Supply  Extension  to  Woodseaves.  This  extension  has  been  possible  by  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  late  Mr.  H.  G.  E.  Vardon.  The  owners  of  the  properties  served  have  contributed  to 
the  cost  of  laying  350  yards  of  2-in.  asbestos  main.  The  water  is  purchased  by  meter  and  serves  eight 
houses,  two  small  holdings  and  Woodseaves  School.

Proposed  New  Works.  Tenders  have  been  received  for  extension  of  water  main  to  Marchamley 
from  Hodnet  Pumping  Station,  also  extension  of  water  main  to  New  Street  Lane  from  Calverhall 
Pumping  Station  together  with  reservoirs  at  Marchamley  and  Ightfield  and  the  necessary  pumping 
plant.  Also  included  in  the  contract  is  the  extension  to  Longford  from  the  Market  Drayton  supply 
main  at  Longford  Turning.  The  total  accepted  tender  is  £28,707  18s. 

Proposed  new  bore  (Ellerton  valley  for  Stoke-on-Tern,  Hinstock,  Cheswardine  and  Sutton-on-Tern) 

This  development  is  still  under  consideration. 

Stoke  Heath  and  Stoke-on-Tern  Extension.  Permission  for  a  water  supply  from  the  Air 
Ministry’s  main  has  now  been  approved  for  Stoke  Park  area  and  application  has  also  been  made  for  a 
supply  to  the  proposed  new  housing  site  at  Stoke-on-Tern. 

Water  Samples,  Private  Supplies.  Nine  samples  have  been  submitted  for  analysis.  Results 
showed  four  samples  as  being  highly  satisfactory,  four  samples  unsatisfactory  and  one  showed  evidence 
of  surface  pollution.  The  four  unsatisfactory  samples  from  one  source  has  been  found  satisfactory 
after  defects  had  been  remedied. 


GENERAL  SANITARY  MATTERS  DEALT  WITH  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

No  complaint  has  arisen  which  required  special  attention  during  the  year.  Nuisances  of  a  minor 
nature  have  been  dealt  with  by  informal  notice. 

Twenty  new  drainage  systems  for  private  properties  have  been  provided  with  W.C.’s  to  replace 
insanitary  privies  and  pail  closets.  Work  is  in  progress  at  The  Crescent  Council  Houses  (14),  Hodneit, 
for  the  provision  of  modern  sanitary  accommodation  and  hot  water  systems. 

The  Housing  Survey  has  now  been  completed  and  some  indication  of  the  general  conditions  in  the 
area  have  been  summarised  under  the  Housing  Section. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

This  section  is  limited  to  the  premises  of  the  Knackers’  Yard  at  Lockleywood,  which  is  of  modern 
construction  and  gives  no  grounds  for  complaint. 
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SEWERS  AND  SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL. 


Hodnet  (dual  system).  This  scheme  was  finally  completed  during  the  year  and  the  major  part  of 
the  existing  properties  are  connected.  The  two  primary  schools  have  also  been  connected,  and  the 
connection  for  the  Nursery  School  is  under  consideration.  Sixteen  new  council  houses  were  also 
connected. 

Cheswardine  (partial  system).  A  new  12-in.  surface  water  sewer  has  been  laid  to  deal  with  Copelea 
Housing  Site,  also  9-in.  foul  sewer  giving  this  site  a  dual  system  of  drainage.  Twelve  new  council  houses 
have  been  connected  to  the  sewer.  The  6-in.  surface  water  sweer  in  the  village  has  still  to  be  done. 

Calverhall  (dual  system).  New  sewers  for  dealing  with  foul  and  surface  water  has  been  completed, 
giving  this  area  a  dual  system  of  drainage.  Eight  new  council  houses  have  been  connected  during  the 
year. 

Five  samples  of  sewerage  effluent  from  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  plants  were  taken  during  the 
year.  Four  were  satisfactory  and  one  was  described  as  unsatisfactory  but  a  later  sample  from  this 
source  was  satisfactory. 


PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT. 

Village  Halls.  1950  has  seen  the  completion  of  a  local  effort  by  the  erection  of  a  village  hall  in 
the  village  of  Woore.  Its  completion  is  the  climax  of  years  of  endeavour  and  determination  to  provide  a 
place  of  entertainment  to  replace  a  wooden  erection  which  had  served  the  village  since  about  1920. 

The  social  life  of  the  villages  is  illustrated  by  the  activities  in  these  halls  and  have  a  great  bearing 
on  the  well  being  of  the  rural  population. 


PRIMARY  AND  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

While  all  the  parishes  have  a  primary  school  some  of  the  older  children  are  brought  to  Market 
Drayton  by  road  transport  where  educational  facilities  are  available  to  school  leaving  age. 

Improvements  in  the  sanitary  accommodation  have  been  provided  at  the  two  schools  at  Hodnet 
where  W.C.’s  have  been  installed.  A  piped  water  supply  has  also  been  made  available  from  Goldstone 
Supply  for  Woodseaves  School. 


HOUSING. 

Applications  for  Houses.  Housing  applications  on  the  Register  is  395  but  only  176  of  these  have 
complied  with  the  regulation  of  renewing  their  application  every  six  months.  Applications  at  the  end  of 

1949  numbered  308. 

Future  Development.  8  houses  at  Hodnet  (work  in  progress). 

2  houses  at  Moreton  Saye  (work  in  progress). 

16  houses  at  Stoke-on-Tern. 

Temporary  Housing.  Childs  Ercall,  Manor  Fields.  This  site  was  taken  over  by  the  Rural 
Council  and  20  conversions  had  been  completed  and  occupied  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Thirty-one  further 
conversions  will  complete  and  provide  housing  for  a  total  of  51  units  comprising  of  4  one  bedrooms, 
30  two  bedrooms,  15  three  bedrooms,  and  2  four  bedrooms,  together  with  living  room,  bath  and  water 
closet,  piped  water  supply  and  electricity. 

Rent.  One  bedroom,  6/-  ;  two  bedrooms,  8/6  ;  three  bedrooms,  10/- ;  four  bedrooms,  11/-. 
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Private  and  Local  Authority  Houses  completed  during  1950.

The  estimated  combined  population  has  been  returned  by  the  Registrar  General  as  lower  than  that 
of  1949.  The  Birth  Rate  is  higher  than  that  of  the  Country,  while  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  slightly 
below.  The  General  Death  Rate  by  both  standards  —  crude  and  comparable  consideration  —  is  low. 
Infectious  Disease  notifications  are  low  but  they  include  two  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile 
Paralysis).  The  Death  Rate  for  Tuberculosis  is  lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

Mr.  Worsdall,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

More  houses  !  More  sewage  but  no  more  disposal  plant  !  If  dust  bins  go  unemptied  or  electricity 
or  water  fails,  up  goes  a  shout  and  somebody  does  something.  Providing  sewage  does  not  back  up  the 
drains,  no  one  shouts  and  therefore  there  is  little  point  in  anything  being  done  !  Reporting  no  substantial 
progress  at  Albrighton,  Beckbury  and  Shifnal  disposal  works  has  become  an  annual  ritual  and  no  further 
comment  is  necessary. 

The  works  at  Albrighton  continue  to  reflect  great  credit  on  the  Council  and  have  been  inspected 
by  neighbouring  authorities.  A  steady  increase  in  the  amount  of  sludge  arising  from  the  works  became 
more  noticeable  during  the  year. 

Maintenance  of  septic  tanks  serving  isolated  groups  of  houses  was  carried  out  by  the  Shifnal  sewage 
works  staff.  The  need  for  constant  attention  at  three  settlement  tank  and  rotary  filter  installations 
serving  Council  houses,  was  met  by  the  appointment  of  attendants  chosen  from  Council  tenants. 

Consideration  of  the  provision  of  a  cesspool  emptying  service  was  given  during  the  year  but,  after 
carefully  viewing  a  scheme  and  all  its  implications,  the  Council  eventually  came  to  an  agreement  with 
Seisdon  R.D.C.  for  the  loan  of  their  vehicle  when  required.  This  service  should  meet  the  limited  demand. 


SCHOOLS. 


The  Salop  Education  Authority  maintained  steady  progress  on  the  erection  of  new  schools  at 
Shifnal  and  Albrighton.  It  seems  likely  that  one  or  two  of  the  smaller  village  schools  will  close  as  the 
new  and  larger  schools  come  into  use.  Whatever  arguments  exist  in  support  of  the  village  school  it  is 
obvious  that  in  many  cases  satisfactory  sanitary  arrangements  are  not  an  economic  proposition  and,  for 
that  reason  alone,  the  old  school  must  eventually  fall  by  the  wayside. 


HOUSING. 


In  keeping  with  the  nation-wide  temper,  housing  continued  to  be  the  most  popular  and  provocative 
subject  of  discussion  at  Shifnal.  Although  there  remain  many  families  unable  to  obtain  a  Council  House 
and  who  either  desire  more  modern  accommodation  or  wish  to  escape  lodgings,  the  general  housing 
situation  in  the  Shifnal  Area  is  far  from  chaotic.  Steady  progress  in  securing  sites,  letting  contracts 
and  building  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Most  of  the  labour  had  to  be  transported  from 
neighbouring  districts.  The  Council  decided  to  utilise  their  allocation  of  houses  in  the  parishes  of 
Albrighton  and  Shifnal  where  sites,  sewerage,  water  supply,  and  electricity  are  more  readily  available. 
In  the  case  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  this  policy  is  thought  to  be  particularly  sound. 
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The  Council  agreed  to  give  attention  to  individual  unfit  houses  in  cases  where  tenants  secured 
alternative  accommodation  and  where  the  dwellings  were  obviously  beyond  repair  at  reasonable  cost. 
Owing  to  high  cost  of  repairs  and  low  rentals,  little  statutory  action  under  Housing  Acts  can  be  taken 
to  secure  repairs  and  such  defects  deemed  to  be  in  need  of  urgent  attention  are  dealt  with  as  nuisances, 
etc.,  under  Public  Health  Acts.  Until  some  positive  action  is  taken  to  ease  rent  restrictions  vast  numbers 
of  houses  will  continue  to  sink  from  the  “  repairable  ”  class  to  the  “  demolition  ”  class.  Improvement 
Grants  given  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  should  assist  willing  owners  in  modernising  property  and 
extending  its  life  for  a  further  30  years  ;  there  are  signs  of  increasing  interest  in  this  connection  but 
certain  owners  are  apparently  under  the  impression  that  grants  are  available  to  assist  them  in  executing 
normal  repairs.  The  emphasis  is,  of  course,  on  improvement. 


Licensing  the  erection  of  private  dwellings  demands  a  good  deal  of  time  and  thought.  Shifnal 
Rural  Council  has  always  given  the  maximum  number  of  licences  but,  even  so,  many  applicants  remain 
disappointed.  High  building  costs  have  frightened  many  would-be  owners,  and  lack  of  sites,  especially 
in  Shifnal  parish,  further  reduces  building  momentum.  A  certain  number  of  persons  wishing  to  build 
in  this  area  have  connections  with  industrial  areas  and  in  certain  cases  —  Wolverhampton  being  a 
notable  example  —  licences  are  transferred  from  urban  to  rural  authorities  for  issue  to  persons  approved 
by  the  urban  councils.  When  one  compares  the  lack  of  private  building  sites  in  large  towns  with  the 
potential  building  land  in  rural  areas  the  policy  of  transfer  can  be  seen  to  be  reasonable,  but  would  it 
not  be  more  straightforward  and  satisfactory  in  every  way  to  give  rural  authorities  more  freedom  in  the 
allocation  of  licences  to  persons,  whether  strangers  or  otherwise,  who  wish  to  provide  their  own 
accommodation  and  whom  the  rural  authority  themselves  approve  ?  Considerations  of  planning  are 
well  protected  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947. 


On  the  subject  of  moveable  dwellings  the  Council  adopt  a  policy  of  licensing  caravans  for  periods 
of  six  months  in  cases  of  housing  need,  suitable  siting,  etc.,  but  a  firm  stand  is  taken  against  converted 
bus  bodies  and  the  like. 


During  the  year  56  airmen’s  married  quarters  were  erected  by  the  Air  Ministry  in  Albrighton. 
A  non-traditional  type  of  construction  —  no-fines  concrete  —  was  employed,  and  the  whole  estate 
completed  within  nine  months. 


Sharp  rises  in  labour  and  material  costs  are  beginning  to  make  the  rent  problem  more  acute.  Capital 
costs  have  continued  to  rise  in  spite  of  efforts  to  introduce  non-traditional  methods  of  building  and 
most  Councils  are  faced  with  the  decision  (i)  to  increase  rents,  or  (ii)  increase  general  rate  fund  contribu¬ 
tion.  If  rents  are  to  be  increased  then  how  long  will  tenants  be  able  to  pay  ?  On  the  other  hand  why 
should  ratepayers  further  subsidise  those  who  are  perhaps  living  in  much  more  salubrious  surroundings  ? 
Somehow  a  cheaper  method  of  building  or  simpler  design  must  be  found.  To  economise  on  maintenance 
is  merely  being  penny  wise  and  pound  foolish. 


PESTS  CONTROL. 

In  company  with  Urban  Districts  of  Wellington,  Newport,  and  Dawley  and  the  Rural  District  of 
Wellington,  the  Council  operate  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  as  a  joint  scheme.  Y  our 
officers  are  well  satisfied  with  the  effectiveness  of  such  a  scheme  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  the 
financial  arrangements  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Council.  Most  business  and  school  premises  are  under 
contract  with  the  Council  and  therefore  receive  regular  supervision.  Sewage  disposal  works  and  refuse 
tips  are  concentrated  upon  and  sewers  checked  regularly.  Surveys  are  carried  out  at  points  considered 
to  be  most  liable  to  infestation  and  adequate  liaison  with  the  County  Agricultural  Authorities  is 
maintained.

The  subject  of  Ministerial  control  in  this  instance  is  delicate  but  worthy  of  examination.  It  is 
apparent  that  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  intend  keeping  the  subject  of  pest  control  well  within  their 
reach  and  have  appointed  the  necessary  inspecting  officers  whose  duties,  inter  alia,  appear  to  include 
visiting  Local  Authorities  for  the  purpose  of  enquiring  into  progress  and,  if  necessary,  encouraging 
progress  along  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry.  Defaulting  authorities  can,  of  course,  be  dealt  with 
but  it  should  be  remembered  —  and  constantly  preached  by  all  local  authorities  and  their  associations 
—  that  this  service  is  essentially  local  and  forms  only  an  important  cog  in  the  wheel  of  local  administration. 
Undue  attention  to  current  ministerial  ideas  can  result  in  an  officer’s  allegiance  being  gradually  transferred 
from  his  employing  Council,  and  also  end  in  rat  catching  assuming  an  importance  out  of  all  proportion 
to  its  actual  value. 

Do  the  job  and  kill  the  rats  by  all  means,  but  don’t  make  a  meal  of  it  ! 


FOOD. 

There  is  at  present  a  national  campaign  to  secure  a  higher  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  preparation 
of  food  for  human  consumption.  In  December,  1949,  the  Council  agreed  to  adopt  the  Food  Byelaws 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  but  so  far  they  have  not  come  into  force.  Apart  from  acceptance 
of  Byelaws  and  the  frequent  sampling  of  ice  cream  and  milk  the  Council  have  been  unable  to  take  an 
active  part  in  the  campaign. 

There  is  one  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  in  the  area,  the  remaining  persons  registered  (20)  sell  well- 
known  brands.  In  view  of  results  obtained,  the  standard  of  all  ice  cream  retailed  in  the  Shifnal  District 
is  believed  to  be  satisfactory.  Keen  competition  within  the  trade  is  still  evident. 

Although  no  precise  figures  are  available  it  is  apparent  that  a  very  large  percentage  of  Shifnal  R.D. 
residents  now  take  bottled  milk  either  as  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  T.T.  The  number  of  very  small 
retailers  has  progressively  declined  and  there  are  fewer  farms  selling  milk  at  the  door.  A  scheme  for 
three  monthly  T.B.  sampling  of  milk  from  every  distributor  was  started  during  the  year. 

The  Council  maintained  contact  with  Newport  U.D.C.  on  matters  affecting  the  Newport  Abattoir 
but  while  the  present  political  stalemate  and  international  unrest  continues,  it  is  unlikely  that  any 
major  Abattoir  improvements  will  be  sanctioned. 


TOWN  PLANNING. 

Since  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947,  came  into  operation  (1st  July,  1948),  there  has 
been  an  ever  increasing  number  of  verbal  and  other  enquiries  directed  at  the  Public  Health  Department 
—  from  “  Can  I  build  a  dog  kennel  ?  ”  to  “  Why  can’t  I  demolish  Badger  Hall  ?  While  admitting  that 
preparation  of  a  national  development  plan  was  best  carried  out  by  the  County  Authorities,  it  is  becoming 
more  obvious  that  day-to-day  enquiries  and  applications  cannot  be  divorced  from  local  affairs,  and  it 
would  appear  that  once  the  development  plan  has  been  agreed  more  responsibility  must  be  accorded 
District  Councils  in  deciding  whether  or  not  particular  development  fits  in  with  the  general  scheme. 

Close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  County  Planning  Department  while  the  Council,  through  the 
Plans  and  Licensing  Committee,  is  given  opportunity  to  discuss  all  planning  applications  before  the 
County  Planning  Authority  arrive  at  their  decision.  It  is  fair  to  say  the  views  expressed  at  Shifnal  are 
always  carefully  weighed  at  Shrewsbury  and  generally  accepted.  A  few  appeals  against  planning  refusals 
have  been  held  at  Shifnal  and  attended  by  your  officer. 

There  is,  however,  a  tendency  for  planning  to  become  negative  due  to  Planning  Authorities 
inadequately  assisting  prospective  developers  in  securing  land  in  the  correct  zones.  Many  cases  of 
residents  wishing  to  erect  their  own  dwellings  —  particularly  in  Shifnal  parish  and  being  unable  to 
find  a  willing  seller  of  land,  have  come  to  light.  The  Council  have  powers  of  compulsory  purchase  and 
it  is  felt  that  eventually,  and  however  reluctant  they  may  be,  the  Council  will  be  obliged  to  take  com- 
pulsory  action.  Sale  of  eight  plots  on  the  Greenfields  Estate  satisfied  this  need  to  a  certain  extent,  but 
the  present  demand  is  for  sites  removed  from  Council  Estates.

The  estimated  combined  population  has  been  returned  as  lower  than  that  of  the  previous  year. 
The  Birth  Rate  is  below  that  of  the  Country  while  the  Deaths  associated  in  this  group  are  correspondingly 
low.  The  General  Death  Rate  again,  follows  a  like  trend,  both  when  considering  it  in  its  crude  state 
or  subjecting  it  to  comparative  analysis.  Infectious  Disease  which  gives  a  sizeable  return  shows  little 
change  in  the  variety  of  disease  notified  in  an  average  year  except  that  there  has  been  a  rise  in  the 
frequency  of  notifications  of  Infantile  Paralysis.  In  an  area  so  diverse  in  character  and  population 
concentration  outbreaks  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  are  of  an  annual  character.  The  Death  Rate 
for  Tuberculosis  is  below  that  of  the  Country. 

Mr.  Wall,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  COLLECTION. 

Small  comment  is  needed  on  the  operation  of  the  service  for  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic 
refuse  in  the  area,  except  to  lay  emphasis  on  its  shortcomings  as  mentioned  in  previous  reports. 

The  work  is  being  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  but  still  with  increasing  difficulty  owing 
mainly  to  shortage  of  labour.  The  number  of  houses  from  which  refuse  is  being  collected  is  growing 
considerably  from  year  to  year  and  it  can  be  readily  understood  that  less  time  can  be  devoted  by  those 
of  your  employees  concerned  on  other  miscellaneous  duties. 

It  has  not  been  found  possible  to  augment  your  staff  by  the  employment  of  additional  labour  and 
as  the  labour  position  does  not  appear  to  be  improving  it  seems  likely  that  the  “  living  from  hand  to 
mouth  ”  methods  will  have  to  be  operated  for  the  time  being. 

My  attention  has  been  called  upon  a  number  of  occasions  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  monthly  collection 
in  the  rural  parts  of  the  area.  I  am  in  full  sympathy  with  these  complaints  as  in  my  opinion  collection 
at  not  less  than  fortnightly  intervals  is  essential,  as  any  longer  period  necessitates  householders 
accumulating  an  unsanitary  heap  of  household  refuse  for  at  least  a  week  or  two  to  await  the  monthly 
call  of  the  refuse  collectors.  Fortnightly  collections  throughout  the  area  should  be  the  aim  of  the  Council 
and  consideration  could  be  given  within  the  near  future  to  an  additional  vehicle  being  provided  and 
staffed  to  allow  this  to  be  done.

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The  disposal  of  refuse  has  unfortunately  been  continued  by  uncontrolled  tipping,  probably  the 
most  unhygienic  method  which  could  be  adopted.  The  possibility  of  operating  controlled  tipping  in  the 
area  is  one  which  to  my  knowledge  has  never  yet  received  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Council.  The 
reclamation  of  land  by  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  by  many  authorities  to  the  benefit  of  their 
districts  and  much  reclaimed  land  is  now  serving  a  very  useful  purpose.  Such  a  scheme  could  not,  of 
course,  be  contemplated  without  full  realisation  of  the  extra  expenditure  involved,  but  even  this  should 
not  take  priority  over  the  advantages  to  be  gained  by  the  improvements  which  could  be  effected  if  this 
method  were  odopted. 

SALVAGE. 

It  is  little  more  than  eighteen  months  since  the  Council  ceased  to  operate  a  scheme  for  the  collection 
of  salvage  in  the  area  and  in  view  of  the  difficulties  experienced  by  local  authorities  at  that  time  in  the 
disposal  of  accumulated  stocks  of  waste  paper,  it  is  rather  remarkable  that  the  urgent  necessity  for 
collection  is  again  being  urged  on  local  authorities,  and  the  prices  being  offered  certainly  make  the 
proposition  more  attractive.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  prices  paid  for  waste  paper  do  not  become 
so  attractive  as  to  encourage  the  householder  to  sell  waste  paper  to  door-to-door  collectors,  as  this  would 
be  bound  to  affect  the  collections  by  local  authorities,  who,  of  course,  are  not  allowed  to  purchase  materials 
of  this  nature. 

The  Council  have  not  yet  considered  it  necessary  to  re-introduce  a  scheme  for  the  collection  of 
waste  paper  in  the  area. 

D  NFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN. 

Rat  Control.  The  joint  scheme  with  neighbouring  authorities  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  was  put  into  operation  on  the  1st  April. 

As  far  as  this  Council’s  area  is  concerned  the  scheme  appears  to  have  worked  satisfactorily  and 
from  the  amount  of  time  spent  by  the  rodent  operators  in  the  district,  it  would  seem  that  the  possibility 
of  operating  a  service  controlled  entirely  by  the  Council  may  be  a  matter  for  future  consideration. 

Vermin  Control.  No  action  worthy  of  note  has  been  found  necessary  in  this  connection  during 
the  past  twelve  months. 


WATER. 

The  periodic  sampling  of  the  privately  owned  supplies  at  Roden,  Kynnersley  and  Tibberton  confirm 
that  the  supplies  are  still  of  doubtful  quality.  It  was  pleasing  to  note,  however,  that  the  laying  of  mains 
for  the  supply  of  water  to  Kynnersley  and  Preston  commenced  early  in  the  year,  was  practically  complete 
by  the  end  of  the  year  and  it  is  anticipated  that  during  the  course  of  the  coming  year  many  of  the 
properties  in  these  villages  will  be  provided  with  a  pure  and  wholesome  supply  of  water. 

The  laying  of  water  mains  throughout  the  village  of  High  Ercall  was  completed  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  and  by  the  year  end  the  majority  of  the  properties  in  the  village  had  already  been  connected 
to  the  main. 

As  the  control  of  water  supplies  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board,  the  Council 
are  not  directly  concerned  with  supply  and  distribution  in  the  area,  but  the  Council’s  representatives 
on  the  Board  have  consistently  urged  the  necessity  of  the  extension  of  water  mains  to  various  parts  of 
he  Council’s  district,  particularly  the  Chetwynd,  Rodington  and  Longdon  areas. 

Chlorination.  All  public  supplies  originating  from  the  source  under  the  control  of  the  East 
Shropshire  Water  Board  are  chlorinated  at  source. 

Sampling.  During  the  year,  twenty-two  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  various  public  supplies 
in  the  area  ;  of  these  samples  seven  proved  unsatisfactory.  None  of  these,  however,  were  from  the 
supplies  of  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board. 

Thirty-one  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from  private  wells  and  bore-holes 
in  the  district,  and  nineteen  of  these  were  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  the  necessary  advice  on  boiling 
and  other  precautions  to  be  taken  were  supplied  to  the  people  concerned.

GENERAL  SANITARY  MATTERS  DEALT  WITH  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

An  increasing  amount  of  time  has  again  been  devoted  to  the  improvement  of  drainage  and  sanitary 
accommodation  to  existing  houses.  Improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  177  cases  and  these  have 
included  provision  of  new  W.C.’s,  new  drainage  systems  and  repairs  to  existing  drainage  systems.  Also 
included  in  this  figure  are  62  houses  which  have  been  completely  re-drained  and  connected  to  the  Council’s 
sewer. 

Comparison  with  the  figures  for  1949  show  that  this  represents  an  increase  of  over  100%  in  the 
number  of  houses  connected  to  the  sewer  and  this  achievement  in  itself  is  worthy  of  note. 

There  is  still  a  very  considerable  amount  of  work  to  be  done  in  this  connection  but  there  is  a  limit 
to  what  can  be  undertaken  by  the  existing  staff  and  it  is  with  this  in  mind,  together  with  many  other 
aspects  of  sanitary  work  where  there  is  also  still  much  to  be  done,  that  I  feel  consideration  will  have  to 
be  given  in  the  near  future  to  the  appointment  of  further  qualified  assistance  in  the  Public  Health 
Department. 


SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  laying  of  sewers  throughout  the  village  of  High  Ercall  was  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  and  as  water  mains  have  also  been  provided,  as  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report,  this  village  is  now 
well  provided  with  services  to  enable  householders  to  have  up  to  date  sanitation. 

The  proposed  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of  Edgmond  has  made  little  progress  during  the 
Iwelve  months.  The  Ministry  has  agreed  in  principle  to  this  scheme  being  on  a  separate  basis  rather 
than  a  joint  scheme  with  the  Urban  District  of  Newport.  Amended  details  are  still  awaited  from  the 
Engineer  for  submission  to  the  Ministry. 

Details  are  also  awaited  from  the  Engineer  of  the  scheme  for  the  modernisation  and  extension  to 
the  Hadley  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  until  these  details  have  been  received  further  progress  cannot 
be  made.  The  Council  know  full  well  the  urgency  of  this  scheme  and  impending  industrial  development 
in  Hadley  makes  it  more  essential  than  ever  that  the  scheme  should  proceed  with  a  minimum  of  delay 
immediately  approval  is  given. 

In  view  of  the  delays  encountered  in  the  above  schemes,  the  Council  have  deemed  it  inadvisable  for 
the  time  being,  at  least,  to  press  for  schemes  in  other  parts  of  the  district. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

Following  representations  made  in  1949,  the  Council  agreed  to  the  purchase  of  a  cesspool  emptier 
and  the  operation  of  a  service  in  the  district.  A  Karrier  Cesspool  Emptier  was  delivered  in  May,  1950, 
and  commenced  work  immediately.  The  vehicle  is  fully  engaged  on  the  emptying  of  sewage  tanks, 
privies  and  pail  closets.  Approximately  400  pail  closets  in  the  district  are  emptied  at  fortnightly 
intervals,  alternate  weeks  being  devoted  to  the  emptying  of  sewage  tanks  and  privies. 

The  vehicle  is  manned  by  a  driver  and  two  labourers  and  judging  from  the  comments  made  in  the 
district,  the  service  is  proving  very  satisfactory  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  people  in  the  rural 
communities. 

The  disposal  of  the  contents  of  the  cesspool  emptier  is  dealt  with  by  discharging  at  the  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Donnington,  Hadley  and  High  Ercall.  This,  of  course,  necessitates  long  runs  in  many 
cases  and  may  appear  to  some  to  be  wasted  time.  Disposal  in  this  manner  is  in  itself,  however,  assurance 
that  this  sewage  matter  is  dealt  with  in  a  proper  and  satisfactory  manner  and  is,  therefore,  to  my  mind, 
time  well  spent. 

ELEMENTARY  AND  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

A  new  Junior  School  is  being  erected  at  Hadley  but  it  is  not  anticipated  that  this  will  be  complete 
before  1951. 
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Considerable  improvement  was  effected  at  the  Donnington  Wood  School  during  the  course  of  the 
year.  The  derelict  sewage  disposal  system  was  dispensed  with  and  the  drainage  diverted  direct  to  the 
sewer.  The  W.C.’s  were  repaired  and  the  playground  at  the  school  completely  asphalted. 

The  school  at  High  Ercall  has  also  been  re-drained  during  the  year,  connected  to  the  sewer  and 
provided  with  W.C.’s.  These  have  been  substituted  in  place  of  some  very  unsanitary  privies  whicn 
existed  at  this  school. 

In  view  of  the  provision  of  a  water  main  in  the  villages  of  Preston  and  Kynnersley  it  is  hoped  that 
the  Education  Authorities  will  take  an  early  opportunity  of  providing  a  piped  water  supply  to  the 
schools  in  these  villages  where  the  existing  supplies  have  proved  very  unsatisfactory. 

HOUSING. 

Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses.  Although  the  Council  have  given  every  consideration  in  the  re¬ 
housing  programme  to  the  merits  of  families  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  and  unfit  houses,  concern 
has  been  expressed  as  to  the  advisability  of  re-housing  families  from  houses  where  no  statutory  action 
had  been  taken  to  provide  for  the  eventual  demolition  of  the  houses.  In  consequence  of  this,  representa¬ 
tions  have  been  made  in  a  number  of  cases,  and  demolition  orders  have  been  made  on  seventeen  houses 
in  the  district.  The  property  owners  concerned  will  be  called  upon  to  comply  with  these  orders  when 
the  tenants  are  eventually  re-housed. 

Repairs  to  houses  have  continued  at  a  slow  rate  and  the  general  policy  of  requesting  owners  to 
carry  out  the  minimum  of  repairs  to  keep  the  houses  in  a  reasonable  state  has  been  adhered  to.  .  As 
there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  change  in  the  question  of  building  licensing,  labour  and  building  materials, 
there  is  little  likelihood,  in  my  opinion,  of  any  change  in  this  policy  for  some  time  to  come. 

Moveable  Dwellings.  During  the  year  nine  licences  were  issued  to  owners  of  caravans  to  station 
and  use  these  moveable  dwellings  in  various  parts  of  the  area.  All  the  sites  are  widely  separated  and  no 
complaint  or  nuisance  has  arisen  from  the  occupation  of  these  dwellings. 

Civil  Building  Licensing.  The  comments  made  in  last  year’s  report  can  very  well  be  repeated 
for  this  year,  as  the  position  has  not  changed  materially. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  joint  arrangements  for  inspection  of  meat  at  the  Newport  Slaughterhouse  continue  as  in  previous 
years.  As  a  result  of  persistent  representation  by  the  Newport  Urban  District  Council  and  the  sanitary 
officers  concerned,  some  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  this  Slaughterhouse  and  I  think  it  is 
fair  to  say  that  the  inspection  of  meat  can  now  be  carried  out  in  a  more  hygienic  and  satisfactory  manner 
than  hitherto. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES. 

During  the  year  eight  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  five  being  submitted  for  bacteriological  and 
three  for  biological  examination.  All  these  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  The  number  of  samples 
taken  is  regrettably  low,  but  this  is  closely  related  to  the  staff  available  for  carrying  out  this  work  and 
if  additional  staff  can  be  obtained  much  more  work  could  be  carried  out  in  this  sphere. 


ICE  CREAM. 


The  total  number  of  samples  taken  was  nine.  Of  these,  seven  were  placed  in  grade  1  and  two  in 
grade  4.  Action  was  taken  in  the  case  of  the  grade  4  samples  to  trace  the  cause  of  t  e  unsa  is  ac  ory 
samples  but  no  definite  cause  was  proved. 


Attention  was  drawn  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  the  need  for  samples  to  be 
collected  and  conveyed  to  the  Laboratory  in  proper  insulated  containers  and  the  difficulty  experience 
in  obtaining  a  suitable  container  resulted  in  the  relatively  small  number  of  samples  a  en  uring 
year  ;  this,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  rectified  during  the  next  year.  _  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  majori  y 
of  the  retailers  in  the  district  have  abandoned  the  sale  of  loose  ice  cream  and  give  pre  erence  now  o  e 
sale  of  the  pre-packed  article.
